by regime leaders did not commence until after the joint Soviet—Cuban 
communique was announced in Moscow on September ὃ. “fter the TASS statement 
of September 11 whdih lent Soviet support to the regime, praise and statements 
became more effusive. In fact, it was this declaration, more than the 
military aid per se, which kicked off the bravado noticeable in most of the 
subsequent statements.
